WASHINGTON, April 12.—That 
transcontinental railroads propose to 
meet ‘competition via the Panama 
Canal by making rates that will di- 
vert freight to points just east of Pa- 
cific Coast terminals for distribution 
was made clear today in hearings be- 
fore Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioner Clark on the adjustment cf 
rates in so-called back-haul territory. 
Charles Donnelly, representing the 
Great Northern and other transconti- 
nental roads, with terminals at North 
Pacific Coast points, served notice on 
the commission of the carriers’ pur- 


“Tf the construction of the Panama’ 
Canal,” he said, “has lk wered rates 
to coast points to a degree that will 
make our Pacific Coast terminals less 
important, so far as transcontinental 
traffic is concerned we have the right to 
make rates that will send the freight 
to an intermediate point for distribu- 
tion. If rates to Seattle prevent us 

competing in the transconti- 
nental trade we have a right to make 
a rate that will send that freight to 
Spokane fcr distribution in that com- 
petitive territory. And we propose to 
support that right before any court or 
commission.” 

Mr. Donnelly supported the ralil- 
roads’ proposal to cut the rates in 
back-haul territory, by reducing the 
terminal rate, which forms a part of 
the back-haul charge. Representa- 
tives of San Franciscec, Tacoma, Port- 
land, Seattle and other seaport ter- 
minals opposed the plan, declaring it 
was a discrimination against them 
because it would operate to deprive 
them of the benefits of water com- 
petition by lowering the rail rates 
from the East to nearby interior 
points. Representatives of Spokane 
and Sacramento suppcrted the plan. 

Joseph N. Teal, representing Port- 
land, Seattle and other Oregon and 


Washington seaports, and Attorney 


Hann for San Francisco, declared 
that the proposal would give to in- 
terior points approximately the same

Dr. Donnelly went to a city in the heart 
of a Servian district where conditions were 
among the worst. He improvised a hospital 
out of an old tobacco factory where, with 
six other American doctors, three Servian 
physicians and twelve American Red Cross 
nurses, he worked wonders in curing the 
people until he succumbed. And Dr. Don- 
nelly may be mentioned as one of many 
Americans who have unselfishly devoted 
time, professional talent and valuable prac- 
tical experience to the service of humanity. 
Sir Thomas dwells especially on American 


efficiency in handling the sick and wounded 


‘In the Old World. He says the best hospi- 
tal in the Balkans is that at Belgrade, where 
an American doctor is in charge, having 


2900 patients to care for.
